GEORGIA'S  "HOT  POTATOES”

Tuesday, ,  November  2,  the  people  of  Georgia  went  to  the 
polls  and  voted  in  one  of  the  most  controversial  and  decisive 
elections  since  the  secession  from  the  Union. 

Again  everyone  was  concerned.  Georgia's  people  were 
divided,  and  the  other  47  states  sat  calmly  back  and  watched 
our  state  as  she  shifted  a  political  "hot  potatoe." 

Some  were  proud  of  Georgia  for  tackling  the  problem  with 
ideas  of  immediate  solution  to  the  problem  of  public  schools 
or  private  schools  (and  that  was  the  issue,  what  a  shame  segre¬ 
gation  and  non-segregation  became  the  battle  cry!)  Others  were 
not  so  proud  of  Georgia.  They  felt  the  rushing  into  election  was 
a  planned  political  move  by  certain  groups  destined  to  profit 
with  the  enforcement  of  the"  new  amendment.  No  immediate 
action  was  necessary  for  at  least  six  more  months — but  Georgia 
chose  to  settle  the  issue  once  and.  for  all. 

Did  she?  The  new  amendment  passed  by  a  clear  margin' 

.  and  the  leaders  of  Georgia  tell  us  the  issue  is  settled.  This  writer 
prefers  to  believe  the  real  issue  has  just  begun.  Does  Georgia 
choose  to  believe  that  the  solution  passed  by  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  applies  to  the  other  states  and  not  to  her.  Would  she 
choose  to  believe  avoiding  the  law  here  and  running  around  it 
would  make  it  any  ' less  a  law  by  our  government  that  is  still 
the  best  after  years  of  struggle  because  it  has  as  its  purpose, 
first,  last  and  always,  the  interest  of  the  people! 

The  honorable  Mr.  Marvin  Griffin,  governor-elect,  has  call¬ 
ed  non-segregated  schools  an  "unthinkable  evil" — in  this  writer's 
opinion,  there  is  a  greater  evil  than  mixed  education,  if  that  is 
an  evil — and  that  is,  education  for  a  few,  administered  by  a 
few  people,  who  could  easily  manage  to  swing  the  doors  of 
education  open  or  shut  as  would  be  politically  and  economically 
advantageous  to  them.  '

1.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Golden  Slip¬ 
per  Contest  is  to  promote  class 
spirit,  to  stimulate  good  sports¬ 
manship,  and  to  encourage  the  de>- 
velopment  of  dramatic  material. 

2.  POINTS  TO  BE  JUDGED: 

a.  The  Play  —  30  per  cent 

b.  Publicity  —  15  per  cent 

(1)  Display  —  10  per  cent 

(2)  Posters  —  5  per  cent  I 

c.  Theme  —  55  per  cent 

(1)  Songs  —  20  per  cent  I 

(3)  Costumes  and  Entrance  — 

30  per  cent. 

3.  GOVERING  RULES: 

a.  Judges 

There  shall  be  three  judges  se¬ 
cured  by  the  President  of  CGA. 
The  chairman  from  each  class  is 
responsible  for  turning  in  to  the 
President  of  CGA  not  later  than 
noon  on  the  day  of  the  contest  the 
five  posters  to  be  judged,  four 
copies  of  the  songs,  four  copies  of 
the  budget,  four  copies  of  the 
programs,  and  four  copies  of  the 
play. 

b.  A  committee  of  three  adults, 
excluding  class  sponsors  chosen 
during  spring  quarter  by  toe  Pre¬ 
sident  of  C.G.A.  and  the  four  class 
presidents,  shall  select  a  short 
story  or  narrative  from  which  the 
plays  shall  be  adapted.  At  least 
three  weeks  before  toe  date  of  the 
contest  the  presidents  of  the  two 
classes,  shall  be  given  material  to 
be  used  and  the  committee’s  re¬ 
commendations  for  adapting  and 
judging. 

The  underlying  theme  of  the  se¬ 
lection  and  the  main  characteriza¬ 
tion  must  be  transferred  to  the- 
adaption  —  although  more  or  less 
characters  may  be  used  in  toe 
adaption.  Each  play  shall  not  last 
longer  than  thirty  minutes. 

e.  Coaching 

No  faculty  member  or  other 
adult  shall  witness  a  practice  per¬ 
formance  of  either  of  the  plays  or 
otherwise  supervise  the  plays.  The 
adaption  of  the  play  is  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  the  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  classes  with  the  help 
of  their  sister  classes. 

d.  Intermissions 

There  shall  be  a  fifteen-minute 
intermission  between  the  two 
plays: 

e.  Order  of  Presentation 

At  least  a  week  before  the  con¬ 
test,  the  presidents  of  the  two 
classes  shall  draw  for  the  second 
entrance  into  the  auditorium  on  the 
night  of  the  contest;  the  class  los¬ 
ing  that  drawing  shall  be  given 
the:  choice  of  first  or  second  place 
in  the  presentation  of  the  plays. 


f.  Posters  and  Displays: 

There  shall  be  no  off-the-cam- 
pus  publicity.  Each  class  may  put  j 
out  as  many  as  seven  posters,  but 
only  five  submitted  to  the  judges. 
Posters  shall  not  be.  exhibited 
prior  to  the  Wednesday  to  the 
contest  and  not  more  than  four 
posters  shall  be  exhibited  at  one 
time. 

g.  Songs: 

Each  class  shall  have  seven 
songs,  including  the  class  song. 
Pep  songs  may  be  sung  in  the  au¬ 
ditorium  on  the  night  of  the  con¬ 
test,  but  they  will  not  be  judged. 

h.  Chairmen: 

The  Sophomore  class  officers 
will  nominate  one  Sophomore  and 
one  Senior  to  head  each  Golden 
Slipper  committee. 

The  Junior  class  officers  will 
nominate  one  Junior  and  one 
Freshman  to  head  each  Golden 
Slipper  committee. 

i.  Pep  Meetings: 

Pep  meetings  for  the  purpose  of 
planning  the  work  and  learning 
the  songs  will  not  begin  earlier 
than  two  weeks  before  the  night 
of  the  contest.  Pep  meetings  shall 
last  from  6:15  pun.  to  7:30  p.m. 
Workshop  will  begin  after  the 
pep  meetings  and  will  stop  work 
at  9:30  p.m. 

j.  Budget: 

Each  class,  Freshman  and  Sop¬ 
homore,  shall  be  allowed  thirty- 
five  dollars  for  their  Golden  Slip¬ 
per  budget,  and  their  expenses 
must  not  exceed  this  amount. 

k.  Parade: 

At  4:00  p.m.  on  the  afternoon  of 
Golden  Slipper  an  organized  par¬ 
ade  will  take  place.  This  parade 
will  consist  of  cars  driven  by  sen¬ 
iors,  students’  parents,  and 
friends,  and  will  begin  end  in 
front  of  the  Alumnae  Guest 
House.. 

l.  Raising  the  Flags 

During  chapel  period  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  of  Golden  Slipper  week, 
flag  raising  will  be  held  between 
Parks  and  Atkinson  Hall.  After 
the  singing  of  pep  songs,  the 
Freshman  class  president  shall 
unfurl  the  class  flag,  after  which 
the  Freshman  class  song  shall  be 
sung.  In  like  manner,  the  Sopho¬ 
mores,  Junior,  and  Senior  class 
flags  shall  be  unfurled  and  class 
songs  sung. 

m.  Chapel  Program: 

Friday  morning  of  the  Golden 
Slipper  Contest,  the  chapel  pro¬ 
gram  shall  consist  of  pep  songs 
led  by  the  class  song  leaders.  The 
class  songs  and  Golden  Slipper  .

Famous  Men  Who 
Were  Hung  by  GSCW

ed  by  remote  descendants.”

The  past  and  present  •  faculty , 
and  friends  of  “Jessie”  have : 
shown  their  agreement  with  these 
words  of  Maculay  by  their  pride 
in  “Jessie’s”  ancestors. 

We,  students,  too  share  this 
this  pride  when  looking  at  por¬ 
traits  of  “Jessie's”  ancestors 
which  line  the  walls  of  Russell 
Auditorium.  The  faculties  and 
friends  of  GSCW  have  given  these 
paintings. 

On  the  left  side  as  you  enter 
Russell  Auditorium  is  a  portrait 
of  Judge  Price  Gilbert  who  serv¬ 
ed  on  the  board  of  regents  of  the 
University  System.  He  and  Mrs. 
Gilbert  gave  Gilbert  Park  to 
GSCW  in  1946. 

The  next  portrait  to  the  left  is 
of  Judge  Richard  B.  Russell,  Sr. 
who  was  for  over  18  yeafs  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  of  directors. 
After  1933,  when  all  state  colleges 
were  put  under  one  board  of  re¬ 
gents,  he  too  served  on  this  board. 
Five  of  his  daughters  graduated 
from  “Jessie”  and  Russell  Audi¬ 
torium  was  named  in  his  honor. 
The  Ina  Dillard  Russell  Library 
was  named  for  his  wife. 

To  the  left  of  Judge  Russell  is 
a  portrait  Of  Mr.  Miller  Bell.  Mr. 
Bell  was  a  local  banker  and  a  life 
long  friend  to  GSCW.  Bell  Hall, 
dormitory,  was  named  for  him. 
He  was  chairman  and  then  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  board  of  directors  for 
many  years. 

Pictured  on  Mr.  Bell’s  left  is  Dr. 
Beeson.  He  was  the  third  presi¬ 
dent  of  GSCW  serving  from  1927- 
34.  During  his  administration  Rus- 
ell  Library  and  Parks  Memorial 
Hospital  were  constructed.  The 
College  Government  Association 
was  started  and  the  school  uni¬ 
forms  were  abolished  during  his 
presidency.  In  his  honor  Beeson 
Hall  was  named. 

The  portraits  of  Dr.  Beeson,  Dr. 
Chappell,  and  Governor  Atkin¬ 
son  were  painted  by  a  local  artist, 
Mr,  Vemon  Layton. 

Next  portrayed  is  Dr.  Parks, 
who  was  “Jessie’s”  second  presi¬ 
dent.  He  served  from  1905  until 


1926.  Dr.  Parks  found  at  GSCW 
four  buildings  but  when  he  left 
she  had  twelve  beautiful  build¬ 
ings,  excellently  equipped  and 
well  suited  fer  the  purposes  in¬ 
tended.  Parks  Hall  was  named  in 
his  honor. 

Dr.  Wells  served  as  president 
from  1934-53  making-  the  fourth 
president.  He  led  in  the  restora¬ 
tion  of  the  Governor’s  Mansion, 
building  on  work  begun  by  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Beeson.  Dr.  Wells  was 
one  of  the  directors  in  the  Annual 
Pilgrimage  to  Old  Homes  of  Mill- 
edgeville,  funds  from  which  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  restoration  of  the 
Mansion,  and  encouraged  preser-j 
vation  and  appreciation  of  Mill- 
edgeville’s  historic  and  cultural 
traditions. 

Dr.  Wells  is  responsible  for  the 
building  of  the  Formal  Garden 
between  Parks  Hall  and  Russell 
Auditorium  and  for  the  planting 
of  dogwood  trees  around  campus 
and  in  many  parts  of  the  town. 

Ten  buildings  were  constructed 
and,  Camp  Ray,  Lake  Laurel  and 
Gilbert  Park  were  obtained  dur¬ 
ing  his  administration. 

Dr.  Wells,  while  serving  as  edu¬ 
cational  consultant  for  the  State 
Department  in  Germany  in  1948, 
had  Walter  Jacobs  paint  the  por¬ 
traits  of  Mr.  Bell,  Mr.  Gilbert,  Mr. 
Tigner,  and  the  two  Mr.  Atkin- 
sons. 

The  first  president  of  GSCW 
was  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Chappell  who 
served  from  1891-1905.  Dr.  Chap¬ 
pell  did  a  splendid  job  in  organiz¬ 
ing  and  laying  the  foundations  of 
Georgia’s  first  state-supported 
school  for  young  women.  Chappell 
Hall  was  named  in  memory  of 
him. 

The  portrait  next  to  Dr.  Chap¬ 
pell  pictures  Governor  Atkinson, 
at  the  age  of  41,  at  the  zenith  of 
his  influence  in  the  affairs  of 
Georgia.  Governor  Atkinson  while 
serving  in  the  Legislature  intro- 
ducted  the  bill  to  establish  GSCW. 
He  is  remembered  as  the  “father 
of  Jessie."  Atkinson  Hall  was 
named  for  him. 

Next  is  his  brother,  Theodore  E. 
Atkinson,  who  served  on  the 
board  of  directors. 

Last  is  Dr.  Tigner,  a  dentist  of 
Milledgeville.  He  too  was  a  di¬ 
rector  and  encouraged  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  historical  books  in  the  col¬ 
lege  library. 

Name  plates  have  been  ordered 
and  will  be  placed  on  the  portraits 
soon. 

Let’s  learn  some  of  “Jessie’s” 
ancestors  so  that  the  next  time 
some  one  looks  at  a  portrait  on 
her  campus  and  asys,  “Nice — but 
who?”  We’ll  be  able  to  say,  “Why 
that’s  Dr.  Chappell  the  first  pre¬ 
sident  of  QSCW.
